Dear all 

Because of WSA's dramatic increase in budget from 2002 to 2003, Finance is requiring more accurate accounts 
of monthly spending. Every month. Finance will be requesting the following information: 


• Any invoice amounts that have not been processed (either approved or sent to A/P); 

• Any work that has been done, but has not yet been invoiced for the current month; and 

• A brief explanation of any large discrepancy between the total amount of both invoiced and non-invoiced 
work and the total dollars budgeted for the month. (Examples may be; samples did not arrive in time; 
equipment was not in place to do the test; etc.) In providing this explanation, it would be heipful to know if 
you project that this discrepancy will be made up the following month or will it delay work and expenditures 
for each succeeding month. 

Therefore, I will provide each project manager, of any project, with the dollar amount that was budgeted for that 
month and any invoices I have received from them to date. The main tracking focus will be on projects that 
has at least $200,000 or more budgeted for this year. As it currently stands, I will be maintaining spreadsheets 
for each cost center. I will track monthly expenditures against each project using the copies of invoices that 
you submit to me and the monthly expenditure analysis which is distributed by finance.

departments that need the money!
